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MAGINE a freight train of 94 cars, each car loaded with 
I a million dollars. 

Seventy-cight of the cars represent the money required 
in 1924 to pay the wages of employes on Pacific Lines of 
Southern Pacific—the largest item of expense in operating 
a railroad. 

Sixteen cars represents the money paid by Pacific Lines 
in taxes in 1924, 

In other words, for every five dollars paid in wages the 
company had to pay more than one dollar to the tax col- 
lector! 

The tractive effort required to move the tax load repre- 
sented in the imaginary train is a burden that affects us 
all. We all have an interest in economy in government 
and the reduction of railroad faxes as well as the reduction 
of other forms of taxation which are becoming such a tre- 
mendous drain on the income of the people. 

The more traffic Southern Pacific obtains and the greater 
its prosperity, the better the position of all of us who make 
up the Southern Pacific family, for more traffic means more 
and steadier employment. We all have an interest in getting 
this “pay train” over the Hine, and to do that we all have 
to work together to get the traffic, to handle it efficiently 
and to reduce waste of every kind. 

The more “tax cars” that can be cut out of this $94,000,- 
000 train the less dead weight we will have to move. 


N a letter to Portland Division agents, passenger conduc- 

tors and trainmen, Superintendent E. L, King says: 

“The question of establishing friendly public relations 
covers a large field and must be constantly cultivated. 

“Character and reputation for good service, good will, fair 
dealings, courtesy and sinccrity must be established. The 
station agent, service man, the employe at the window 
where bills are paid, and the man to whom complaints are 
made are the visible personal elements of the carrier.

“There is nothing so important as learning yourself and 
educating others who meet the oublic to create.a good im- 
pression with them, because such representatives form the 
contact between the public and railroad and are in reality 
the mouthpiece of the railroad. 

“We can do much to further the establishment and favor 
of public relations and in doing so solicit business, retain 
that now being handled and at the same time increase our 
earnings.” .

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New Line Being Built Around Shasta’s Base 


ROUND the base of Mount 

Shasta the Southern Pacific is 

building 24 miles of new and in- 
teresting railroad that will make the 
ride over the Shasta Route between 
San Francisco and Portland more at- 
tractive than ever. 


This unit is a new cut-off between 
Black Butte, a few miles south of 
Weed, Cal. and Grass Lake. It will 
connect the south end of the so-called 
“Natron Cut-off” with the main line of 
the Shasta route and will replace the 
present line originally built as a lum- 
ber railroad between Weed and Grass 
Lake. This old line has grades up to 
4 per cent and such sharp curves that 
heavy main line trains to be run over 
the “Natron Cut-off” cannot be operat- 
ed over it with speed and efficiency. 
The new line, sometimes known as 
“Black Butte Cut-off”, is 4.7 miles 
shorter, has 3540 degrees less of total 
curvature, 80 fewer curves and 713.1 
feet less in grade rise in both directions. 
It will permit faster running time, less 
helper service and cheaper mainte- 
ance. 

The “Black Butte Cut-off” passes 
through an interesting region of com- 
paratively recent geological formation 
containing. lava beds which are broken 
up into big boulders and are devoid of 
vegetation. Nowhere in North Ameri- 
ca except possiblv in a portion of Mexi- 
co are there such large lava flows of 


recent deposit, A ride over this line 
will not only permit passengers to see 
the unique lava beds but will give a 
new view of that glorious mountain— 
Shasta. 


The construction of this section will 
cost approximately $4,000,000 and in- 
volves the excavation of 2,000,000 cubic 
yards of material. There are twelve 
rock cuts “~whose depths vary from 35 
to 95 feet. One steel viaduct 1140 feet 
long and 160 feet high will be erected 
on the new line. At present the con- 
tractors have established ten working 
camps of 800 men. Twenty-six steam 
shovels are being used on the job. The 
work on this line was begun October 
20, 1925. and will be completed in time 
for the first through trains operated 
over the Shasta Route through Kla- 
math Fails. 

Work on the “Natron Cut-Off” 
north of Kirk is progressing as rapid- 
ly as weather conditions permit. It 
will be completed next summer and 
opened for operation when Shasta 
Route trains will be run over the com- 
pleted 280 miles of track east of the 
Siskiyous and Crater Lake and ex- 
tending from Black Butte. Cal. to 
Eugene, Oregon. 

A huge-celebration will be held when 
the first through train is run over the 
line. according to plans now being de- 
veloped by Eugene, Klamath Falls, 
Portland and other communities. Geo. 


W. Boschke, chief engineer, supervis-~ 
ing the construction of both cut-offs, 
states that the entire line will be com- 
pleted about July 31. 

At present trains arc running over 
the “Natron Cut-Off” from Eugene on 
the north to as far south as the rail- 
head, a distance of 51 miles, and from 
Weed on the south to as far north as 
Planton. a distance of 193 miles. The 
work on the 37 mile gan between Plan- 
ton and the raifhead is now being com- 
pleted. 

Suitable names to distinguish the 
present line over the Siskiyou and the 
new line through Klamath Falls are 
now being considered. 

The entire line between San Fran- 
cisco, Sacramento and Portland will! 
continue to be known as the Shasta 
Route. 

The first work on the “Natron Cut- 
Off” was begun at Natron, Ore., in 
1909; by May 1, 1912, 33 miies of the 
track were laid south of that point to 
as far as Oakridge. In July, 1911, 
work was started at Klamath Falls 
and the track laid to as far north as 
Chiloquin; by September, 1912, the rail- 
road was pushed farther north until it 
reached Kirk, a total distance of 40 
miles from Klamath Falls. Work on 
the remaining 110 mile gap between 
Kirk and Oakridge was then stopped, 
chiefly on account of the Htigation in- 
volved in the famous Central Pacific

War. On September 1, 1923, work 
was resumed at Kirk and has been 
continued diligently since, in keeping 
with the promise made to the people 
of Oregon by the Southern Pacific 
Company during the Central Pacific 
controversy. 

Up to February 1, 1926, all of the 
railroad bed had been completely 
graded and there remained only 133 
miles of track to lay. Foundation 
work on the remaining bridges and 
concreting of tunnels where necessarv 
is now under way. There are three 
viaducts and several small steel 
bridges on the line but none of them 
are of unusual size. Nearly all of the 
tunnels are bored through such solid 
material that little concrete lining will 
be reauired. 

An average of 3.000 men were em- 
ployed during the summer and fall of 
1924. The size of the crews varied 
with the season. A total of approxi- 
mately 4.000,000 cubic yards of alt 
classes of material were handled on 
the job, The estimated cost of this 
construction will be nearly $16,000,000. 


The most difficult part of the job 
was on the west slope of the moun- 
tains between Oakridge and the sum- 
mit of the Cascades. Here the maxi- 
mum rade is 95 feet to the mile with 
the sharpest curves 8 degrees. The 
grade at the summit is 4,842 feet above 
sea level. The grading and tunnel 
work on the west slope was carried on 
during the winter, Crews lived in 
camps which were established in re- 
lation to the heaviest tunnel and grad- 
ing work. 

Many miles of wagon roads and 
trails were built on the mountain sides 
to enable the contractors to haul equip- 
ment, material and supplies to the vari- 
ous camps and points of construction. 
Due to excessive cost and difficulty of 
hauling, small saw mills were establish- 
ed at convenient points in the forests 
in order to supply fumber. The tight 
of way between Oakridge and the sum- 
mit of the Cascades was cleared 
through the thick forests of heavy tim- 
ber. 


There were several important fac- 
tors which prompted the construc- 
tion of the “Natron Cut-Off” and the 
“Black Butte Cut-Off, The major 


purpose was to reach a great area of 
undeveloped country and virgin tim- 
berland and help build up the territory 
by securing direct railroad connection 
with Willamette Valley and Portland. 
The other advantages, including those 
which accrue from the completion of 
the “Black Butte Cut-Off’, embrace 
marked improvements over the old 
line, indicated in table on this page, 

The line when completed will have 
the finest of roadbeds and will compare 
favorably with the best rail lines in the 
world. 

From a commercial standpoint the 
new line opens to the lumber industry 
hundreds of thousands of acres of tim- 
ber land. It permits the marketing 
and sale of cattle raised in the grazing 
country and will open to the settler 
a back country which has heretofore 
been inaccessible because of the lack 
of adequate transportation. 

From Klamath Falls the line runs 
for about 21 miles along the shores of 
Klamath Lake which is surrounded by 
heavily timbered mountains. For 22 
miles north of Kirk the line runs 
through the Klamath Indian reserva- 
tions and then north and northwest 35 
miles to the summit of the Cascades, 
just north of beautiful Odell Lake. 
Crossing the range summit the line 
descends through picturesque and 
heavily wooded mountain scenery to 
Oakridge. 

The lakes in the country opened up 
by the new line include Crater, Dia- 
mond, Odell, Crescent, Upper Kiamath, 
Davis, Ewauna and a whole necklace 
of tiny lakes, all within mountain fast- 
nesses—a camper’s paradise. 

The grading of the line was divided 
among five contractors. The first con- 
tract was awarded September 1, 1923, 
and the last on April 9, 1924. The 
grading and tunnel work was done by 
the following contractors: John Hamp- 
shire; Utah Construction Company; J. 
W. Stewart & P. Welch; Henry & 
McFee. 

Kelly & Sullivan had contract to 
clear the right of way, 32 miles. : 

In addition the Utah Construction 
Co, has the contract for the construc- 
tion of the “Black Butte Cut-Off”.

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High Taxes Part of High Cat of Living*

N every line of business, whether 

producers, merchants, manufactur- 

ers or transportation companies, 
the owners of the business are chiefly 
paymasters. The largest result from 
their efforts is to meet the bills and 
to pay them as they become due. 
These bills are for materials, supplies 
of ali kinds, for the upkeep of the 
plant, the payrolls and the taxes. The 
costs of all business have grown since 
the beginning of the World War and 
there has been little decline in them 
since the close of the war, largely be- 
cause of the great burdens of taxation. 

The national situation as to taxes is 
at length fairly well understood be- 
cause of the persistent efforts of the 
President of the United States, ably 
seconded by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and by the general fecling 
upon the part of the public that relief 
must be had from this burden. 

It is not so well understood as to 
the States, and less so as to the 
Counties and municipalities. In Cali- 
fornia alone, the cost of Government 
city, county and state — it is well 
known has increased from $116,.000,- 
000 in 1911 to $300,000,000 in 1921 and 
to make matters worse, from $300,000,- 


Save Millions of Barrels of Fuel Oil 


Soren e es tema eaet 


SAVING of 2,362,129 barrels of 
fuel oil, in freight and passenger 
service, on the Pacific Lines 
from January 1, 1920, to Decernber 
SI, 1925, is shown in a report made 
by Chief Fuel Supervisor, J. N. Clark. 
In above chart showing fuel con- 
sumption and locomotive load during 
those six years, it will be noted that 
the fuel per thousand gross ton miles 
in freight service, decreased from 15.47 
to 12.43 gallons. The locomotive load 
increasing from 1145 tons to 1457 tons. 
In passenger service fuel decreased per 
passenger car mile from 1.11 to .99 
gallons, the ‘cars. per locomotive mile 
mereasing from 7.19 to 7.76. 


During 1925 a saving of 377,178 bar- 
rels was made as compared with the 
year 1924. The freight consumption 
per thousand gross ton miles was re- 
duced from 12.81 to 12.43 gallons, and 
passenger consumption from 1.00 to 
.99 gallons per passenger car mile. Pas- 
senger service was handicapped from 
showing a larger reduction because 
of faster train schedules during 1925. 


“Employes on all divisions are tak- 
ing a keen interest in fuel off conserv- 
ation work,” Clark states, “and the 
fine showing made is, in a large meas- 
ure, due to the spirit of co-opera- 
tion between officers and employes in 
this important economy work.” 


000 in 1921, has increased to $500,000,- 
000 as the estimate for 1925. $500,- 
000,000 is a staggering sum when you 
remember that the total value of all 
the mineral production of the state, 
including petroleum, was only $358,- 
000,000 m_1924, so that it would take 
all the 1924 mineral production of the 
state and all its petroleum production 
for that year to pay the expenses of 
the city, county and state governments 
of California for 1925, and it would 
take $142,000,000 besides. 


The total value of alt agricultural 
products in this state in 1924 was 
$419,000,000, so that it would take the 
total value of all the agricultural pro- 
duction of this State in 1924, and $81,- 
000,000 besides, to pay the cost of gov- 
ernment in California—city, county 
aud state—for 1925. After all of that, 
the federal taxes are not included, 

These figures do not originate with 
me. They have been used before and 
are from reliable sources. 

This $500,000,000 for 1925 is a huge 
sum but it gains in importance by the 
fact that the State expenses are re- 
sponsible for only some $74,000,000 of 
it, ‘he effects are manifest in every 
walk of life. In California, they are 
manifest by the fact that in this state 
the Southern Pacific Lines, out of a 
het earning of some $32,000,000, has to 
pay state and other taxes and federal 
taxes to the extent .of $10,500,000 or 
32.8% of the net, which means that 
we have to work in this state not far 
from four months of the year to pay 
taxes. 


The company I represent actually 
paid for its railroad operations in 1924 
nearly $20,000,000, To be precise, its 
tax bills amounted to $19,867,000, or 
within less than a million dollars of 
the total amount paid in dividends to 
its stockholders. 

In 1924 the Southern Pacific paid 
in taxes $1,596 on every mile it op- 
erated. Southern Pacific Lines in 1924 
paid 27.3% of their net operating reve- 
nues in taxes. This is to say, we had 
to work in excess of three months of 
the year to pay taxes. Our net op- 
erating revenue for 1924 was $72,852,- 
000 and out of it we had to pay $19,- 
867,000 for taxes, or in round figures, 
we had to pay twenty millions out of 
seventy-three millions, 

Other railroads are in the same fix. 
The Southern Pacific is no exception, 
In 1924 the Class 1 railroads in the 
United States (Class 1 being these 
roads earning $1,000,000 or over per 
annum) paid to their stockholders divi- 
dends amounting to $320,000,000 cash. 
They paid in taxes $340,000,000 cash. 

Whether with merchants, manufac- 
turers or railroads, it is inevitable that 
these high taxes are part of the high 
cost of living.

Facts vs. Emotions In 
Fixing of Rates 


Chester Rowell, nationally known pub- 
licist and lecturer, in a Fresno Bee edi- 
tovial February 3, wrote: 


OU would not discuss a question 

of arithmetic in terms of morals 

or of emotion. Twice two is 
neither virtuous nor wicked; it calls for 
neither gratitude or indignation. It is 
merely correct or incorrect. And a 
soulless machine is its most infallible 
computer. 

Public affairs are not quite so simple; 
but even in them it would save con- 
fusion if we would use more clear 
thinking and less fervid emotion and 
moral indignation in discussing them. 

As, for instance, decisions of the rail- 
road commisgion fixing rates or de- 
termining service. The ideal public 
service regulator would be, if it were 
possible, some soulless super-comp- 
tometer, into which the facts could 
be fed, and out of which the resultant 
rate would come. Then, when the rate 
went up nobody would denounce the 
machine as sinful, and when it went 
down nobody would’ praise it as patri- 
otic. a 

Actually, of course, the case is not 
as simple as this, and the character, 
sympathies and emotions of men do 
have something to do with it. But the 
nearer it comes to emotionless, char- 
acterless mathematics, the more likely 
it is to do justice to everybody. And 
the more the critics analyze figures, 
and the less they portray morals and 
feelings, the more likely they will be 
to talk sense. 

A decision putting rates down or ex- 
tending service is not necessarily “for 
the people,” and based on the saintly 
character of the commissioners, and a 
decision putting rates up, or denying 
service, is not necessarily “for the cor- 
porations.” and therefore based on a 
wicked heart, at enmity to The People. 
So far as is humanly possible all these 
elements ought to be absent from both 
decisions; and, except where there is 
actual evidence that the decision was 
based on morals of feelings, critics 
ought first to examine the immortal, 
feelingless figures. Then their criti- 
cisms would at least start with an at- 
tempt to be intelligent. 


A good illustration of the difference 
between feelings and figures is the 
fluctuating gas rates, in San Francisco 
and many other cities. Gas is made of 
oif and its price is therefore as depen- 
dent on the price of ofl as the price 
of bread should be on the price of 
wheat. Some three years ago, when 
the price of oif was high, a decision 
was rendered, which proportionately 
increased the price of gas. It at once 
aroused intense moral indignation at 
the wicked corporation hirelings, who 
rendered the decision, and a San Fran- 
cisco assemblyman said to one of the 
commissioners, “You have got to 
change that detision, right or wrong.”

“When we are handling heavy and 
dangerous material I never talk to the 
men in a harsh way. This would only 
confuse them. Before we start on the 
job I tell them if they will work quietly 
and listen to my instructions they will 
not get hurt, 

“The safest way is to observe all 
rules, This policy is my recommenda- 
tion to all foremen.”

vision for the atitomatic change in the 
price of gas with future fluctuations in 
the price of oil.

a single safety device, but where 
there was a Spirit of Safety 
among the supervisors and men, 
than in a shop where there was 
every known safety device but 
not the safety spirit. 

Machinery can not be made 
fool proof nor accident proof. 
| Modern inventive genius is do- 
ing all it can to prevent acci- 
dents, but the world of men and 
machinery needs a better under- 
standing of what safety means. 
Begin by teaching the new men 
and the apprentices to work with 
the tide, not against it. 

Co-operation is the greatest 
factor in prevention of acci- 
dents. Safety requires thought, 
and the ability to think with the 
other man’s welfare at heart. 

Fear of being ridiculed has led 
many men to take foolish 
chances. The saying, “Familiar- 
ity breeds contempt,” is too true 
of the workman who becomes 
careless and heedless of danger 
in working around machinery to 
which he has become so familiar. 

Growth of the safety move- 
ment is like that of an oak; 
slow, but with strength and en- 
durance. Continued co-operation 
of workers and management, 
and progressive education in 
safety will hurry the time when 
industrial accidents will be a 
rarity. 

Get the Spirit of Safety; that 
is the first move.

Growth and expan- 
sion demands construction.

All this resulted in the United States 
being gridironed throughout its entire 
area by trunk and branch line rail- 
roads. 

It is apparent that in many states 
this railroad mileage developed faster 
than the growth of the country justi- 
fied. In other words, the railroad 
builders were pioneering—building for 
the future, and had a goad deal of op- 
timism in their natures. 

The foundation of our railroad struc- 
ture is finished, we might compare it 
to an office building—foundation and 
steel work erected, walls enclosed and 
fower floors actually occupied—the 
problem before the owners being to 
decide whether minor additions and im-

The war period come ou;—railroads 
were taken over and operated by the 
Federal Government. The 26 months 
of operation and 6 months of guaran- 
ty resulted in a deficit of $1,900,000,

It was right here that Uncle Sam 
discovered that the operation of a rail- 
road was no small task—that the rail- 
road management evidently had been 
doing a pretty good job and rendering 
a very adequate service under adverse 
conditions. 

As a result when the railroads were 
turned back to the owners the situa- 
tion was characterized by a changed at- 
titude on the part of the government 
and of the people.

They were look- 
ed upon in many cases as a national 
necessity as instanced by the building 
of the Pacific Railways. They were 
subsidized and encouraged in every 
way. This resulted in very extensive 
construction work and the rapid build- 
ing of railroads. Rival companies raced 
side by side in building lines into some 
favorable territory.

provements can be made, or in other 
words, the main, branch and laterals 
of our system are al! laid out and the 
next job will be to fil in by short 
extensions and to improve the plant. 

This era of construction was follow- 
ed by one of severe competition for 
business, and then came state and fed- 
eral regulation of railroads, character- 
ized by near approach to ‘punitive dis- 
cipline. 

Railroad companies operating in sev- 
eral states were involved in difficulties 
of management due to the regulations 
and decisions differing as between 
states. 

Politicians made much of the situa- 
tion and railroad values went down, 
likewise earnings, to the extent that 
dividends were passed and many roads 
were forced into receivership. 

Individuals with money to invest 
avoided railroad investment, resulting 
in the railroads not being abie to fi- 
nance their improvements except from 
their. earnings which being low in 
themselves, naturally resulted in little 
work being done, 


fund for the carriers. With 
a positive restriction as to the maxi- 
mum returns, with no opportunity to 
accumulate a surplus in good years to 
tide over the lean years, with national 
and state commissions setting rates 
with another commission establish- 
ing wages, with shippers urging more 
and faster freight service, with the 
traveling public insisting on more 
commodious and expeditious passen- 
ger train service, with keen competi- 
tion from automobiles and auto trucks 
operating on free highways and with 
loss _of long haul commodities due to 
the Panama Canal and furthermore, be- 
ing prohibited from competing for this 
Panama Canal business—it will be seen 
that railroads are not yet out of the 
woods. 


Improvement Shown 


The five years since federal control 
have been severe and trying ones, but 
the railway companies have done won- 
ders. Properties have been put in 
good physical shape and a well organ- 
ized and efficient service established. 


A better understanding exists be- 
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tween labor and employer than has 
existed heretofore. The principle of 
arbitration to settle labor disputes 
rather than force, seems to be fair- 
ly well established. On the whole 
the morale of employes is much im- 
proved, which promotes efficiency, 

It should be noted also that a more 
friendly and cooperative relation with 
shippers has been established as re- 
flected by the Regional Committees or- 
ganized throughout the United States 
to handle car service, whereby ship- 
per and railroad men mutually assist 
in getting the greatest service out of 
freight equipment. 

Large purchases of locomotives and 
rolling stock have been made, the lo- 
comotives particularly being of im- 
proved design and increased weight. 

New lines have been constructed 
which reach into newly developed ter- 
ritories; freight terminals have been 
enlarged, and sidings extended to ac- 
commodate the longer and heavier 
trains being operated, due to increased 
efficiency of locomotives. Second 
tracks have been constructed, shops 
enlarged and equipped with improved 
machine tools. 

Passenger service has not been ne- 
glected as is shown by the construc- 
tion of new station buildings, passen- 
ger terminals of modern design, and 
by the improvement in the all-steel 
rolling equipment. 

Freight terminals have been enlarged 
and general miscellaneous improve- 
ments of all kinds made to existing 
plants. These capital account improve- 
ments, including large additions to roll- 
ing equipment, are reflected by pub- 
lished data to the effect that in 1923 
railroads of the United States spent 
over one billion dollars in improve- 
ments and in 1924 spent slightly below 
one billion dollars and expenditures in 
1925 were somewhere around 800 mil- 
Hon dollars.

Sacramento and Reno 


Open New Stations 
During Month 


WO new handsome stations were 

opened to the public by Southern 

Pacific during the month at Reno 
and Sacramento. 


Picturesque tures recalling the 
early days of California marked the 
formal opening of the new Sacramento 
station, February 27, Members of the 
Whiskerino and Whiskerette Clubs of 
that city presented an historical page- 
ant preceding the formal ceremonies 
which included addresses by officers of 
the Company, Friend Richardson, 
Governor of California, Harold ).

The Sacramento station is 370 fect 
Jong and 100 feet wide. It is one of 
the finest stations built by the com- 
pany in western states and represents 
the growth of the Southern Pacific and 
its ability to serve the public. It re- 
calls again the birthplace of the com- 
pany. 

The new station replaces the one 
built in 1879, ten years after the com- 
pletion of the transcontinental line of 
whick Sacramento was the termitius. 

The building is rectangular in shape. 
It is constructed of pressed brick with 
terra cotta trimmings and is built 
on concrete piles with reinforced con- 
crete construction. 

Features of the new terminal in- 
cludes a well ventilated waiting room 
60x120 feet: a modern restaurant.

EMPLOYES OFFER 855 SUGGESTIONS 
FOR SAFETY DURING MONTH 


A total of 855 safety suggestions made by 
employes were discussed at the 19 safety 
committee meetings held during January, 
which were attended by 780 committeemen 
and yisitors. Nineteen papers on accident 
prevention were read and reports made that 
6,428 employes had been talked to indivi juaily 
on safety matters.

Dispatcher Jonas U. Rhorer has obtained 
some interesting history from Wm. K. 
Gedge, roundhouse foreman at So. Valleja, 
regarding early ferry steamers of the Com- 
pany. 

Early in 1879 the “Solanc” was on the run 
between Benecia and Port Costa, but only 
to carry freight trains. A local’ passenger 
train came from Sacramento te Benecia ev 
ery morning. Leyi Stokes was the engineer. 
After an all-day rest they would then go 
back to Sacramento, Passengers who wanted 
to come across the bay would walk to where 
the “Solano” was docked, ride across where 
they would be met by the Martinez local and 
Conductor Dudley. In June, 1879, the first 
passenger train was taken across and at the 
same time the Yosemite” made her last trp 
from San Francisco to So, Vallejo with Sac- 
ramento and Calistoga passengers. 

At that time the Company did not have 
auy steamers with the round bow to use in 
a slip so they chartered a steamer from 
Charles Minturn, who owned the steamers 
running from San Francisco to Petaluma. 

The Contra Costa was the first boat to run 
from So. Vallejo to Vallejo Jct. Then came 
the “Amelia” “Cora,” “Amador, 77 “Julia,” 
“El Capitan,” and now the ‘Bay’ City,” the 
regular steamers as long as they were cap- 
able for service 

The ‘Yosemite” was sold and went to Puget 
Sound where she was lost. The “Amelia” was 
sold to Banning Bros. and for sometime ran 
between San Pedro and Catalina Islands. 
The “Amador,” “Cora” and “El Capitan” 
have passed on, while the steamer “Julia”
